It there wiis but one sparrow to each 


acre of gronnd in tbe state ot Illinois, the 
sparrow population would be 35,000,000, 
Under the sparrow law ot the state it all 
these birds were killed it would require 
$700,000 to pay tbe bounty; of course 
they cannot all be killed, but allowing 
one in fonr to meet death it will etilt 
take 8175,000 ot tbe people's money to 
toot the bill, and there would still b« 
26,575,000 sparrows of Illinois stock 
alone left to propagate without counting 
the natural influx from other states. Tbe 
bird is said to produce four broods each 
year ot an average ot fonr young ones at 
each brood, and at the age ot six months 
the young birds begin to batch others.
